He aniioniirt b the apjiroach- 
ing commencement of military opera- 
tiona in the eastern part of the island of 
Onba, and orders the enforoement of the 
nrorlaioiia of hii decree of January 80 
in the prorinces of Paerto Principe and 
Santiago de Oaba, the orf^anization of 
onltivation zones, the cloHiiii? of stores 
in onfortificd towns, the coiiceutration 
of the coantrj people and the deatrac- 
tion of all resources which are nnde- 
f «ndadi M WM doM la th« otker prov- 
inces. 

The captain general gives the people 
of those two provinces one month in 
which to con^ply with the terms of the 
decree, the time to begin on the date of 
the pablication of the decree in the var- 
ions districts of these province;). 

The flooding of a nver husuiestroyed 
the big railroad bridee at Los Palacinn, 
province o{ Pinur del Rio, delaying 
railroad cointnonioatlon in tlmt part of 
the island. 

Fire has destroyed a large part of the 
market at Cardenas, including the 
stores. Thf lo.s is estimat-'d at $.hO,000. 

As a result t f a visit to (iuines by the 
Marquis Palmerola, governor of Ha- 
vana, the mayor and 17 aldermen have 
been suspended from oiice on cliarfjeg 
of mal-administratiOQ in connection 
with gambling and other illegal eater- 
prises.

WAsmvoTOit, June 9.— 'While no offi- 
cial communication, either by letter or 
report, has come to Washington as yet 

from Mr. Calhonn, the Bpecial counsel 
sent by the president of Cuba in connec- 
tion with the Roiz case, private advices 
received here indicate that he expects to 
leaTe Havana for Washington next 
Thursday or Friday. He will go directly 
to New York by steamer instead of com- 
ing back to Tampa by rail, as he went, 
and it is expe - ted that he will reach this 
this city alxjut ne.xt .Satiday. 

It is said at the departtnent that no 
ofticial rejiort upon C uba is to be ex- 
pected from Mr. Calhoun ; that all he 
will have to Hubiiiit oftirially will bear 
upon the Ruiz case, wliich was the sub- 
ject of his olticial appointment, and that 
anything he will have to communicate 
respecting the general conditions in 
Oaba as affected by the war will be in 
the shape of a ir«rt»l NpOrt to tiM pNa* 
ident. 

As for the Ruiz case it ip now < lear 
that there will be two reportH. but in 
the absence of an exact knowledge as to 
the points of disagreement, it is not 
possible for the officials at the state de- 
partment to predict the next step to be 
taken in the matter, although it is cer- 
tain that it will not be allowed to rMt 
on the record so far taken.

Tkm UtUe mibutcrlnB Tng Is Asaim la 

Castoms Ofllolal'a' Hand*. 

Key Wcst. Fla., .Tune 8.— The United 
States cruiser Marblehead, which left 
here under sealed orders Sunday morn- 
ing, returned at noon yesterday with 
the tng Datutless in tow, charged with 
fllibostering. A lientenant of the Mar- 
blehead had been placed aboard the 
Dauntless. Upon arriving the tng was 
turned over to the customs otlicers. 
About 25 Cubans were found on the 
Dauntless, including Charles Silva, Col- 
onel Nunez and J. B. Cartaya. No com- 
monictaiou with the boat is allowed. 

Very little ammunition was found 
aboard the Dauntless and only two 
rides, and report has it that the crew 
threw the remainder of the cargo over- 
board. The tng gave the cruiser a 
lively chase down the east coast of Flo- 
rida before it was overhauled.

Farnnce Men Throii|r)iout the Shennnso 
and Mahonlug Vallrys to 8trlke. 

PmsBURO, June 8.— The Commercial- 
Gawttesajs: The furnace men through- 
out the Sheuango and Mahoning valleys 
contemplate a general strike about July 
1 for increased wages. The men have 
no organization as yet, but are insisting 
on having orsanizers from the Knightl 
of Lturar sent among them.- 

The plan of the strike, whioh will in- 
clude 10,000, is to wait until the weath- 
er gets a summer heat when it will be 
impossible for new men to do this class 
of work,

rare war is in progress in Lee township. 

Pope county, five miles south of Atkins, 
in which two or three men have already 
been killed or fatally wounded and the 
community is in a state of great excite- 
ment with a more serioos outb r ea k 
liable to occnr at any momea t. 

The killed or fatally injured BO faraa 
canat present be ascertained arc : 

Will Gaylord, colored, whipped to 
death by a mob of whites. 

Jesse Nickels, terribly cut with 
knive*i by ne^rws : will probably die. 

White man, name unknown, fatally 
shot by a gang of negroe-i. 

Reason Egge, white, shot by deputy 
constable, extent of injnriea not known. 

Constable C. E. Edgge, badly cut. 

The trouble began Sunday night, 
when a Kang of throe or four negroes 
attacked two M hite men. Jesse Nickels 
and J. R. Ho<ige«. with knives and 
pistols. A terrible flglit t(K>k phice, in 
which young Nickels was cut by the 
negroes. Nickels atfemptetl to cut one 
of the negroes and the white men de- 
fouded themselves with fence rails. 
The negrtn-s then began tiring, and as 
one of the white mm had beea ihot, 
the negroi'H fled. 

Warrants were issued for tlje necroes 
on Monday, but they declared that they 
would not be arrest<'d. Keaion Ed^K**. 
whit*, joined in with the negroes to 
help them resist arrest, and when ofli- 
cers went to the ffceue. Reason Kdgee 
attacked ( 'oiiRtable Edgge with a knife 
and indicted (InnKerons injuries. Cieorge 
I Edpf;e. a <leputv constable, succeeded in 
arresting Reason Edgge after be shot 
him in the arm. 

Last night one of the neproes, William 
Gaylord. who had p;irticipated in the 
riots, was taken from his liome by a 
' mob supposed to be composed of wliite 
men, and, after being stripped, was tied 
' to a post and beaten into insensibility. 
He was still alive but nncouscious when 
found, and has since died. 

The whole country is stirred up over 
the aiTair, and further outbreaks are 
looked for at any momeiit. A posse of 
citizens from this place, including Dep- 
uty Pmsecnting Attorney Tom D. 
Brooks, have gone to the scene of the 
trouble, and further development! are 
being aiixionsly awaited.

An Ootbreak With the Cheyenne ladlans

Hki.kna, Moil., June i!. — Spetnals from 
Miles City, the nearest town in Montana 
to the Cheyenne Indiaa troubles, lay 
the sittiation at the agency continues 
critical. Families who redds near the 
seat of trouble coatiuae to Hook to Miles 
City. 

It is reported that Sioux Indians from 
Dakota have come to the agency, and 
that maners have been sent to invite 
more Sioux to join them on the war 
trail. 

Senator Carter will ask President Mc- 
Kinley that Indian Agent Stouoh be in- 
strttoMd not to interfere with the sher- 
iff's posse. Mid that the railitarv author- 
ities support them in case tne Chey- 
ennes Ksist the arrest of the Indian, 
"Little Whirlwind." known also as 
Stanley, a graduate of Carlisle, who ad- 
mits tne murder of 8he«ph«rder Hoo- 
ver. 

White Bull's bond of warriorf, num- 
bering vm, who escaped from the agency 
Friday night, are in the hills on the 
Tongue river near Ashland, and this 
will be the scene of the flnt bloodshed, 
should there be any. The settlers are 
not as well armed as the Indians, 
though arms and ammunition are being 
forwarded as rapidly as possible.

TURKEY CAUSES THE DELAYS 



The Saltan Erldently Trylnir to nUroTer 
Same WeakneM In the European C'od- 
Mrt-He Will Claim Tltet Tk«uiKiy Ue- 
long* to Tarkar ^ Ooaqaest— Greece 
frglnc th« VowmtU i« AfltlMi. 

LoxDON, June 3. — Eastern affairs ap- 
pear to have reached the drifting stage. 
The exact pnritloa as to the armistice 
negotiations is not yet dear. Eviden t ly 
it is the object of Ttirkey to create de 
lays and to discover any latent weakneui 
in the European concert. 

During the councils of ministers at 
the Yildiz Kiosk the peace conditions 
have certalnlj been discussed, but all 
mention of Thessaly is studiously avoid- 
ed. The assumption seems to be that 
Thessaly be'.ongs to Turkey by coiujuest, 
and that thure is nothing more to be 
said on the subject. The powers will 
have to show a united and very ener- 
getic front before the sultan will recede 
from this position.^ 

In the meantime, in order to remove 
the impression that she rejects all the 
peace proposals, Greece has sent anoth- 
er note to representatives abroad, re- 
peating that she is prepared to acquiesce 
in the decisions of the powers, but that 
the payiii(!nt of a large indemnity is im- 
possible. 

Queen nl^:a aiul the Priiicss Sophia 
left Athens by the royal yacht en route 
for thrt camp of the crown prince to 
participate i)i the <'cicl)ration of the an- 
niversary of his name day. It is report- 
ed in some (]r,arters that tlu- crown 
prince will sail shortly for LondoJi.

BIG DEAL IN OIL PROPERTY. 

The Standard Now In Poueidon of the 
Indiana Fle'iN. 

MoN'TPELiEK, Ind., June 2. — The 
Standard Oil company has purchased 
the properties of the Rowlond-Ziegler 
Oil company, and it is one of the* larg- 
est transactions ever closed in the In- 
diana oil field. The reported price is 
nearly 1250,0(10. 

The property includes thousands of 
acres of leases, more than 100 producing 
oil Wells and a vast amount of miVhin- 
ery and eiiuipnieiit. The deal has been 
pending for some time, but it was not 
until yesterday that Harry Rowland 
would admit that the transfer had been 
practically dosed. The Standard wiU 
take possession this week. 
S The Bowland-Ziegler company is one 
of the oldest and boldest operators in 
Indiana. It Vegan on a small scale. ha<) 
paid no attention to depressed markets, 
and it has been most fortunate in open- 
ing large pools of oil. Three summers 
ago the company took 00,U()0 barrels of 
oil out of one pool in Wells roanty, 
which it so d for |3,000. The weUSi are 
still producing oil. 

The present deal is one of the largest 
mode in this field since the Cudahvs 
paid|m,000 for the Northern I-idiuna 
company's property. The Standard is 
said to be after a number of other Utxfre 
uroperti^ in Indiana, and this acooon i 
tvvthe poor market price which has 
prevailed for several months.

Tall]r>H* Victims Ware Respoaslbla For 
Tkalr Fat*. 

Nkw Yo!:k, June 2.— President Rtdd- 
wiii of the Lon}.' lslan<l railroad has re- 
ceived reports from the crew of thu 
train winch on Monday ran down a 
tally-ho party at Valley Stream, killing 
five and fatally injuring others of the 
young pleasure sedcen from Brooklyn.

Knirineer 
Colligan said he did not see the tally-ho 
until it was too late to avoid the colli- 
sion. Engineer Colligan and (\)nductor 
Reeves Imvo been in the employ of the 
i.ong Island railroad for many years 
and have good records. 

An o.'Hcial of the railroail said the 
company has information that the occa- 
pants of the tally-ho were singing, 
bhoutiuK and making such a noise that 
it was hardly iKissibl- for them to hear 
the locomotive's whistle and the signal 
at tho crawl ng until itjros too late.

Eddy has just taken the first doable 
photoxrajih in midair that lias ever been 
secured He did this with si)ecial ap- 
paratus after a year's study, l-y his in- 
vention it will be possible to take from 
midair a perfect photograph of the en- 
tire horizon line. 

With his own apparatus Eddy claims 
that a photograph can be taken at sea, 
which will show a ship anpmaching 
when it is ten miles beyond tne horizon 
line as seen from a ship's deck. The in- 
ventor is confident his apparatus can be 
nsed to great advantage during war. 
The photographs were taken with two 
cameras, but it is proposed to arrainre 
eight, so that they will photograph , too 
entire horizon at ouce.

it Was Safgested Two Years Before Ihe 
War Clesei.

It la the aotb of May, 1863. A Northern 

soldier is dying in a Southern hospital. 
Round bis bed are gathered a number of 
ladiee ministering to bis last hoorp. 
They have visited the hospital often of 
late, and but this morning have brought 
a basketful of flowers to place upon the 
gravea of the Confederate dead. Having 
more than they need or can well dispose 
of, one of their number, more thoughtful 
perhapa or more noble hearted than the 
others, suggeeta the placing of them upon 
the graves of the Northern slain, which 
is done. The dying soldier has heard of 
it, and raising his eyee to the women, he 
sayp : "I a*k that you ladies will petition 
the Government to appoint a national 
day for decorating thegravee of our dead, 
and thus teach our children lessons ol 
true patriotism ; and I ask that this day 
shall be upon this, the 30th of May, in 
honor of the birth of my beloved sister, 
Anna Frances Barbara, of Bourbon, a 
noble and loyal woman of the North, 
who sent her oldest sou to fight the 
battles of his country, and' who haa al- 
ways been interested in all good works." 

The soldier dies, but the ladies remem- 
ber hla last words, and they are placed 
before the Government. The soldier lies 
burled in a Southern battleground, with 
nothing but a simple slab of marble to 
mark the spot ; but to-day a great nation 
honors his request, General Logan hav- 
ing adopted the date. Many have claimed 
the honor of suggesting "Memorial Day," 
but the idea was by no means a new one, 
for the practice of strewina: the graves of 
the slain with flowers was known in 
the early ages, and was in use later 
among the ( ireeks and Germans. But to 
N. Percy William Pratt, the Northern 
soldier, belonis the honor of the date, 
the :!Oth of May, for the reasons above 
given. The incident mentioned gave 
rise to the beautiful poem, "The Bine 
and the Gra y." 

Resignation. 

At the request of friends, we publish 
the following beautiful poem, which was 
written for the Maysville Bcllxtin in 
1860 by Mrs. Mary L. Cady. daughter of 
the late Andrew Mitchell. It la truly a 
worthy effort showing it emanated from 
a soul full oi poetic genius :

Let ths dim future bring tta weal or woe,— 
Ita bltMfal morn or deaolating night, 

Twill aolaoe be, to know our feet have striven, 
To walk nnblamed beneath the eye of Heaven. 

Resigned? ah, truly yea, though tind and worn, 
And crtubed lieneath dull cart's dsprsMlng 

weight. 

And woudering oft times how life's Ills home. 
When the dread burden laema ao vsry grsat :

Ood la th* King ; whatever la, is Just. 

Ile't be resl({iied I not fretted or SK^rleved, 

With the scant portion ol life's blessings given ; 
Our hearts should own the blesseil gifts received

For many years New York State insur- 
ance companies have been growing rich 
by Improperly declaring life insurance 
policies forfeiteil, which practically 
amounts to a confiscation of the unwary 
citizen's money. 

Upon careful investigation it is appar- 
ent that after a person pays the premiums 
tor three years he becomes entitled to a 
paidup policy or to continue his insurance 
on the sam then due the insured. 

One of the largest in capital, most solv- 
ent and reputable insurance companies 
here, upon a formal demand nnder the 
statute, made by me, recognized practic- 
ally the contention by giving me a paid- 
up policy rather than meet the lawsnit. 
It denied the liability, hut settled in full. 

The companies have relied on the de- 
mand being made within aix months. 
This, however, upon investigation, is 
wrong, whether the company is a mutual 
one or otherwise. Even the as-sociations 
iqcorporated under chapter 175 of the 
laws of 1883 have no right to forfeit their 
policies after the premiums are paid for i 
three years, though demand is not made 
within six months after the lapse. The 
law of 1S7!1, chapter :!47, is general, and 
can not be repealed by a private act 
through a mere implication of eonatrac- 
tion. There is no clause in this act of 
1883 which authorizes any forfeiture 
whatever. 

Aa the citizens of the United States are 
being daily deprived of their money by 
submitting to a cunning but wrong con- 
struction of their rights, which arise un- 
der a genaral law of New York, I trust 
that you will treat this commtinication as 
valuable news to yonr subscribers.
